Notwithstanding 
numerous opportunities during 
the London ecanference, the state- 
ment continues, no foreign 
statesman raised the question of 
Germany's admittance, which 
was purely a matter of expedien- 
cy. Before Germany’s empty 
chair in the League is filled, 
says the statement, the covenant 
must be altered more favorably 
towards Germany and Germany 
must not be required for .any 
elective seat, but must be allo- 
cated a permanent membership 

GENEVA, Sept 14.— Security 
through arbitration was the keynote 
of wu speech with which Desmond 
Fitzgerald, of the 
cabinet, today enlivened the last 


day of the general discussion held 
by the Disarmament Commission of 


the League of Nations assembly on/|
